Bryan Sets Civil Works Program Into 


Immediate Action After State Allotted 
$3,500,000 for 28,000 Jobs—Street Improve- 
ments First on Lincoln List. 


Approval was given Thurs- 


day morning by-Governor 
Bryan to a list of quick high- 
way projects for Nebraska, 
including street improve- 
ments in Lincoln and shoul- 
der and ditching work on 
paved routes leading from the 
city, which State Engineer 
Cochran wired from Wash- 
ington as having been pro- 
visionally agreed upon there 
under the new civil works 
program of the federal gov- 
ernment. 


Work on these projects is to start 
next Monday, and it is estimated 
they will provide jobs immediately 
for 3,000 men. Others will be formu- 
lated in the next few days, to be- 
gin as soon as possible, in pur- 
suance of plans agreed on between 
federal and state officials to trans- 
fer 8,000 of the men now on relief 
rolls in Nebraska to public payrolls 
by December 1. 
Advices from Washington, follow- 
ing the 
conferences held there 
Wednesday attended by State En- 
gineer Cochran, Chairman Smith of 
the state relief committee, Federal 
Field Aeent Haynes assigned to this 
state. City Engineer Erickson of 
Lincoln, and others from Nebraska, 
are that about 3% million dollars 
will be available for the purpose ot 
creating enough work within tne 
state to furnish employment for 
28,000 men who, with their families, 
are now being carried on relief 
lists. 
The state committee in charge of 
relief and civil works administra- 
tion will be called to meet here 
next Monday, as soon as Chairman 
Smith returns from Washington, to 
take further action regarding work 
plans. Projects First On List. 


Outstate projects which State En- 
gineer Cochran recommended in his 
telegram and the governor approved 
are practically all for grading and

New Structure On 


Sheridan. 


The city council is taking steps 


to compel the erection of a new 
bridge on Sheridan boulevard across 
the Rock Island tracks. City Engi- 
neer D. L. Erickson and E. M. Bair, 
head of the street department, have 
been working to that end for sev- 
eral months, and Rock Island engi- 
neers at Fairbury have indicated 
that they are only waiting word 
from the receiver, to go ahead with 
the work. In the meantime, repairs 
had been contemplated, and ma- 
terials are understood to be on the 
ground. 


Informal decision by the council 
members to try and force the con- 
struction of a new structure fol- 
lowed the filing Thursday with the 
mayor of a petition signed by 94 
residents of the southeast section of 
the city, all of whom, the petition 
sets out, must cross the viaduct 
dailv. 


The bridge is dangerous, the pe- 
tition declared, especially in the 
winter when it is covered with snow 
and ice.

one civil works project under 
way Monday morning, mem- 
bers of the city council ex- 
pected after receiving word of 
immediate allotment of fed- 
eral funds for transferring 
needy men from relief rolls to 
payrolls in Lincoln. 


Three Lincoln projects were ap- 
proved for immediate launching by 
Governor Bryan Thursday. If all 
of the city's requests are accepted, 
about $300,000 will be spent 
here 
and will give wor kto several hun- 
dred men in a short time. The city 
council is taking steps to get work 
under way as soon as possible. 
Although no formal allotment has 
been made to Lancaster county, 
ounty Engineer L. W. Weaver de- 
clared that the county has a large 
number of projects upon which civil 
work funds could be used to furn- 
ish re-employment. 


A telegram from D. L. Erickson, 
city engineer who is in Washington, 
D. C. received by Mayor Fenton B. 
Fleming Thursday, says that "this 
work must be done by force account, 
(hand labor) with all labor 
from 
the relief lists as far as possible, 
all being paid from federal funds 
and in cash." 
To Remove Car Tracks. 


The projects to be started at once 
were listed in the telegram. They 
include the removal of the 
car 
tracks and relaying brick over new 
concrete base on North Twenty- 
seventh street, from O to Holdrege; 
North Forty-eighth street through 
University Place, and Havelock ave- 
nue in Havelock He also suggested 
that steps be taken at once toward 
the opening of North Forty-eighth 
street, from O to Holdrege. 
The three projects involving the 


rem&val of car tracks, 
were

proved Thursday morning by Gov. 
C. W. Bryan, in accordance with a 
telegraphic recommendation to the 
governor from State Engineer Roy 
Cochran, who also is in Washington.

estimate from Secretary Perkins 
that an additional 85,000 persons 
had found employment in October 
was issued simultaneously 
today 
with the call of a white house con- 
ference on relief for women, to oe 
presided over by Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Harry L. Hopkins, emergency re- 


lief and civil works administrator, 
announced the white house parley 
as part of the administration's ef- 
fort to put 4,000,000 men to work by 
December 16. 
This effort was termed under way 
today by Hopkins. He stated 100,- 
000 had been transferred today from 
relief roles to the civil works ad- 
ministration in Texas, with smaller 
transfers elsewhere. 
Miss Perkins estimated that with 
the employment gains in October 
there had been a simultaneous gain 
of $6,000,000 in weekly wages being 
paid over those of the month previ- 
ous.At a press conference, she said 
that since March more than 2,800,- 
000 workers in the industries sur- 
veyed have returned to work. 
Payrolls Increase. 


Payrolls increased nearly $70,000,- 
000 in October over September, she 
said, and estimated that more than 
three billion dollars has gone into 
pay envelopes since last April. 
The figurs, she added, do not rep- 
resent the entire change in employ- 
ment, but are for industries nor-

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October This Year Was Driest 


And One Of Warmest On Record 


October this year wag the driest 


and one of the warmest on record- 
according to the monthly report of 
T. A. Blair, chief of the weather 
bureau here. The average precipi- 
tation of 06 inch during: the month 
is considerably below the 
record 


of .22 inch in October of 1891. The 
average temperature of 53 degrees 
was 13 above normal and temper- 
atures which exceeded 80 degrees 
throughout the state during 
the 


last four days of thp month were 
the highest of record for so late in 
the season at most stations. 


The dry weather without storms 


or severe freezes was favorable for 
ripening and husking; of corn, for 
completion of plowing and for all 
outdoor work, Mr Blair reported 
Corn ripened early without 
frost 
damage. Winter wheat with seeding 
completed early in 
the 
month, 
started well but was retarded during 
the latter half of October by lack 
of moisture Pastures dried rapidly, 
he said, and there is a shortage of 


pasturage In some of 
the 
range 
country. 


The first freezing temperatures 
occured on the first day of October 
in most of the western half of the 
state and on the eighth dav of the 
month in most of the eastern half. 
At a few points in the southeast 
freezing temperatures did not come 
until October 22.

FOR NEEDY ASKED 


Biart's Requisitions For 


Nebraska Sent To 


Washington. 


More than 1,800 tons of foodstuils 


is asked for as Nebraska's allotment 
out of the large stores which the 
United States government nas ac- 
cumulated or is now doing so for 
distribution 
to 
needy 
families 
throughout the country, in requisi- 
tions forwarded to Wasmngton by 
State Relief Director Randall C. 
Biart. 
This was done in response to a 
communication from Jacob Baker, 
federal director of commodity dis- 
tribution, asking Biart to furnisn 
estimates as to how much proven- 
der of the various kinds will be re- 
quired to meet the situation in this 
state. 


Calculates Relief Load. 
Basing his calculation on the 
expected relief load in Nebraska 
during the months of December, 
January, February, and Marcn, the 
state director made out his list for 
the following 
quantities of 
food 
which the federal relief adminis- 
tration is prepared to supply: 


Butter—730,000 pounds. 
Corned beef—231,220 cans 
con- 
taining 1% pounds each. 
Boast beef—231,220 
cans, 
same 
weight per can. 


Flour—1,485,000 pounds, equal to 


30,304 sacks of 48 pounds each. 
Cracked 
wheat cereal— 568,000 
pounds. 
Salt pork—140,000 pounds. 
Smoked pork—170,000 pounds. 
The pork included in the forego- 
ing estimates is additional to 270,- 
000 pounds of meat heretofore al- 
lotted to Nebraska, one carload oi 
which was received here last Friday 
and has been distributed among 12 
counties, and another carload de- 
livered at Omaha. 
Director 
Biart 
specified how 
much of every item should be sup- 
plied during each winter month, 
starting with December. The larg- 
est amounts are reserved for Feb- 
ruary and March, since the expe- 
rience of all relief organizations is 
that demands for assistnce are 
heaviest in the latter half or the 
whiter season. 


Projecti Formulated. 


2,000 birds are being prepared. 


Nebraska counties are rapidly rallying 
around the "Work, not Charity" standard. 
Director Biart declared. 
The Webster county board has Just 
passed a resolution providing for a work 
program; the Washington county emerg- 
ency relief commlttje has approved sev- 
eral local projects; and many other coun- 
ties have definite work programs under 
way whereby the unemployed may ex- 
change their labor for necessary supplies, 
he said. 
"Everyone Is just beginning to realize 
that the only solution of the dilemma in 
which the entire world Is floundering lies 
in work-Jobs." Mr. Biart stated. "Dishing 
out flour and shoes alleviates immediate 
. suffering but provides no permanent relief.

TO NAME HEALTH 
HEAD ON FRIDAY 
City Council Will Also 


Revise Department's 


Budget. 


At the suggestion of Commis- 
sioner L. C. Oberlles following an 
appeal by Dr. T. F. McCarthy on 
behalf of many professional men 
for haste, members of the 
city 


council have agreed to name a 
superintendent of the health depart- 
ment Friday At the same time they 
will revise the 1933-34 health bud- 
get to conform to the anticipated 
income. 


For the first two months of the 
present year salaries alone ha\e 
shown an oveddraft of more than 
$600 because of failure to make re- 
ductions in compliance with the 
suggestions of Dr. M F. Arnholt, 
when the appropriation was fixed 
at $39,000. 


"If we are going to be hanged, 
let's have it done with before Sun- 
day," Commissioner Oberlies insisted 
"And while we are at it, we should 
revise the budget. It isn't going to 
make any difference what we do, 
we are going to be cussed if we do 
and we will be cussed if we dcn't, 
so let's do one thing or another. We 
have been altogether too dilatory." 


The appointment of a superin- 
tendent should have been settled 
a long time ago, Dr McCarthy sa d 
Expenses are running up. the de- 
partment is disorganized and every 
day sees a breaking down in the ef- 
ficiency. He added that he was ex- 
pressing the sentiments of at least 
fifty physicians and surgeons 
Supports Dr. Case. 
Dr. McCarthy said, "I want it 


understood that I am not an appli- 
cant for the superintendency of the 
health department, and neither is 
anyone in my office "However, if 
you have not yet settled on anyone, 
I would like to support the applica- 
tion of Dr. J. D. Case. He has had 
wide experience, and is eminently 
qualified to handle the position." 
Dr. McCarthy also criticised pres- 
ent activities of the health depart- 
ment, especially the x-ray depart- 
ment. "There are plenty of hospi- 
tals with x-ray equipment to do all 
the work necessary," he said The 
department has been built up along 
lines that should never "have been 
permitted, he said, and charged 
duplication and waste" Since Dr 
George E. Lewis left, he added, "the 
poor ha\e been sadly neglected." 


When the council meets Friday it 
is likely action will be taken on the 
application of Dr. James T. Googe 
of Jackson, Miss. In the event that 
the recommendation of the public 
health advisory board is rejected 
the commissioners 
probably will 
name some one else, without the 
formality of another nomination 
from the board, that group having 
frowned on sending m

MIAMI. Fla., Nov. 16—Our gov- 


ernment tells Litvinoff that before 
we resume friendly relations wltn 
Russia she must agree to let visit- 
ing Americans do as tney please 
about religion. 
Our attitude toward Russia is a 
little like that of God Almighty to 
a black beetle," but Litvinoff is nere 
on business, and will not reply as 
he might "you may worship any- 
thing you choose In Russia, if you 
will let Russians worship Lenin in 
the United States." 
Lenin, is the one Russian divin- 
ity, and Marx is his prophet, but we 
wouldn't allow Russians to worship 
him publicly here, or praise his 
theories. A fair compromise would 
allow anybody to worship anything 
he liked, privately, as early Chris- 
tians did, in the catacombs. 
In Marco Polo you read about 
the Asiatic ruler, 'Khan 
Granda' 


who, according to Coleridge, "did 
a stately pleasure dome decree," 
and, permitting all religions in his 
dominions, would not allow Chris- 
tian processions to carry the cross, 
showing Christ upon It. He said he 
could not permit one so hoi/ to be 
"thus humiliated and degraded in 
public."

Boosts Buying 


Of U. S. Qoods 


F o r e i gners Converting 


American Bonds 


to Goods.

NEW YORK. Nov. IS—(AP)— 
Foreigners are converting dollar in- 
vestments into dollar goods, accord- 
ing to international bankers. 
in other words, holders of Amer- 
ican liberty bonds in Paris, as they 
see the dollar go down, sell their 
bonds and buy American automo- 
biles, or American machinery. 
The American holder of a Liberty 
bond is not much concerned about 
the declining dollar In the-foreign 
exchange market, since the fixed 
interest he receives will buy about 
as much here as it would before. 
The holder in Paris, however, who 
holds, for instance, a 4 per cent 
American bond of $1.000 par value, 
will get a $20 semi-annual interest 
payment which Is worth only little 
more than 300 French francs, 
against a trifle over 400 French 
francs a few months ago, when the 
dollar was at par. 
That hurts. So foreign holders of 
gilt-edged American bonds have 
been selling them. This has been 
one of the depressing factors in the 
bond market in the past few days. 
On the other hand, some export- 
ers are beginning to note an in- 
creased demand for American goods 
from abroad. While the confusion 
in the foreign exchange markets 
makes it difficult to do business, 
they say that the dollar has fallen 
to such low levels that dollar prices 
of goods are becoming bargain 
prices to Europeans.
